Believing the nejst five years will be

universe, 


tingling throughout with 
righteous 


indignation. 
I learned volumes that 


evening about the, points of the com- 
pass of the moral universe. I might 
have killed my sister next day with 
that mnllot, if I had not learned it. 


The later years of youth are the 


most difficult years for all concerned, 
bncaufie of the very proper 
spirit 


(proper within limits) of adventure 
and independence that comes with the
